It is a 
unique organ which affords the American people 
an opportunity of examining the other side of 
the coin. It has fastidiously thrust into debate 
the great issues of our time and it has, with 
perspicacity and devotion to objectivity, searched 
for truth. 

It was with great dismay, therefore, that I 
read the article on Garrison. In it. the standards 
of objectivity and honest challenge, which I have 
learned to expect from TMO. are sadly missing. 
That there are troublesome aspects to the Gar- 
rison investigation thus far is undeniable. Mr. 
Garrison has developed some seemingly ques 
lion aide witnesses and evidcnciary material. 1 
do not quarrel with TMO's contention on that 
score. What 1 do question arc some of the 
statements made in the article which I know to 
be misrepresentations of the facts. For example, 
the statement "Garrison wanted them all (inde- 
pendent researchers) in his comer and care- 
fully cultivated their friendship and support" 
is a total misrepresentation, at least insofar as 
I am concerned. 

I do not know what evidence Mr. Garrison 
has or has not. I sec no reason, however, why, 
when judges, and grand juries find sufficient 
cause to bind a man over for trial, the District 
Attorney should not be allowed to proceed with 
his case and to stand or fall on the evidence 
presented in a courtroom. 

What saddens me is that a periodical which 
has earned the most profound respect for its 
singular integrity, courage and honor has al- 
lowed its prejudice against the tactics of the 
District Attorney of New Orleans to besmirch its 
reputation for uncompromising representation 
of the facts.

SOVIET PERFORMANCE 
ON VIETNAM 

Both TMO and Sartre’s Le Nouvel Observateur 
have criticized the USSR for not living up 
to its professed goals of supporting the fight of 
the Vietnamese with enough vigor to deter 
American aggression there.

The 
U.S. imperialists should be allowed to exercise 
their frustrations and aggressions in a series of 
hopeless localized wars — and this on the theory 
that when the American people find out the 
immoral nature of the American Empire they 
will rise up in disgust as the French did. 

The only thing that really worries me about 
this thesis is that it will give the Rightwing 
enough time to come to power in this country, 
and 1 know that this means fascism.
